NOVO SELITZA Russia, Feb. 15, vie 
London, Feb. 16.-Like a pack of hungry 
wolves, a mixed force of Germans, Aus- 
trians, and Hungarians continued 
throughout the day to throw itself against 
the Russian entrenchments defending 
Czernowitz, the capital of Bukowina. 
While watching the gigantic struggle 
from a plateau above the Pruth river I 
received my beptiam of fire with the Rus- 
sians. Dense masses of Austrians and Ger- 
mans attacked at two points fifteen miles 
apart to cross the Sereth river. 

The southern column was composed, as 
far as I could see, of Austrians, with 8 
stiffening of Bavarian troops, and they 
marched parallel with the Roumanian 
frontier. Debouching from the forest of 
Crausthal, they crossed the valley of 
Moldava and thence swung north to the 
village of Micha lose, where they were 
brought to a dead stop by the entrenched 
Russians. 


Threaten to Cut Of Russ. 


The eastern column was composed en- 
tirely of German troops. After gaining 
Storazynetsz, on the left bank of the Se- 
reth, they gained Kuczuomar, eight miles 
south of Czernowitz, and established con- 
tact with their western column. , 

The Germans suffered appalling losses 
in negotiating the passage of the Sereth, 
the fire of the Russian artillery being 
terribly effective and the Russian infan- 
try disputing fiercely every yard of 
ground. 6 

News came that 7 third forte of the 
enemy bad broken through in Galicia 
‘and was advancing down the valley of 
the Prufh from Washkivitza. It was 
clear that for the possession of the east 
corner of Bukowina, the northeastern 
district in which is the capital, a vast 
turning movement was being attempted 
against the Russians. The two tolumns, 
which, as mentioned, had in overwhelm- 
ing numbers already crossed the Sereth, 
threatened to cut off the Russian retreat 
from Czernowitz and the fighting became 
desperate.
